Br an Act of the British Parliame&t, paased 
in the Slst y«tr of His present Ms^esty, to 
repeal certain parts of an Act passed in the 14tii 
year of His Majesty's reign» entitled ^' An Act 
^ for making more effectual Provision for the 
.^ Government of the Province of Quebec, in 
^' North America, and to make further Provision 
" for the Government of the said Province j" 
the province of Quebec was divided into the 
provinces of Upper and Lower Canada, which 
two provinces were separated, according to the 
following line of division, as set forth in His 
Majesty's Proclamation of the 18th day of No^ 
vember, 179U Alubed Cjuaeki:, Esq. Lieutenant 
Governor, &c. &c, &c. viz.—" To commence Kt 
'* a stone boimdary on the north bank of the 
'' lake St. Francis, at the oove west of Pointe an

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" Bod^t, in the limit between the township of 
" Lancaster and the seigneury of New Lon- 
•' gueil, running along the said limit in the 
" direction of north 34 degrees west, to the 
" westernmost angle of the said seigneury of 
" New Longueil; then along the north-western 
" boundary of the seigneury of Vaudreiul, run- 
" ning north 25 degrees east, until it strikes the 
" Ottowas riy/er J to ascend jthe said river into 
•* the lake Tomiscanning ; and from the head 
** of the said lake, by a line drawn due north, 
^* until it strikes the boundary line of Hudson's 
" Bay, inchiding all the territory to the westward 
** and southward of the said line, to the utnMDSt 
'** extent of the country commonly called or 
" known by the aatne of Canada." 
• The province of Upper Catiada is bounded to 
the eastward by the United States of America; 
that is, by a line from the 46 th degree of north 
•latitude, along the middle of the river Iroquois 
or Cattiraqui, into lake Ontario ; - thrbiigh the 
4niddle likewise^ until it strikes the communi- 
cation by water between that lake and lake Erie ; 
' thence along the middle of the communication 
into lake Erie; through the middle of that lake, 
iintil it arrives at the water commiihication be- 
tween it and lake Huron ; thence,* through the 
middle of lake Huron, to the water communica* 
tion between it and lake Superior ^thence^ through 
lake Superior north w^ard^ to the isles Royale and 
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PhiHpealix, to the: Lob^taKe; ^nd «hc>li;Wtert com- 
munication betw,ft^ it €11151 U>t takc^of theWoods; 
thence through that lake to the most north-wes- 
tern point thereof jj and from thence a due west 

lini^ jtQ the oyer Mississippi. 

To the westward,, and to the northward, west 
of th^ Mississippi, its boundaries are indefinite ; 
the northern limits of Louisiana not being well 
known. . ' 

To the northward, it is bounded by Hudson's 
Bay, as settled by the treaty of Utrecht, in the 
49th parallel of nwth latitude^ extending due 
west, indefinitely. 

Soon after his Excellency -John Graves Simcoe, 
Esq. the first Lieutenant Goveinor; had taken 
upon him the. administration ^f the government 
of the province, he divided it by proclamation 
into distriqts^, cpnAties, and townships, which 
have been new modelled, and several others 
added by His Excellency Francis Gore, Esq. the 
present Lieutenant Governor; the whole being . 
now constituted agrteeable to thefcUowing table*

Sbrtie settlers have alrea* 
dtymade the attempt, eveft from the head of the 
Bay of Quint^ ; and when the produce of that very 
ieH^Ie country shall be exp6rted for the Nlontreal 
or foreign markets, the raft will answer a double 
purpose; it reqdires but ft w hands to manage it; 
and grain; or p6t*-ash;'may be carried as c(ry as in 
any other way.

The land in all the befoi^^inebiioDeil townditps 
is for the most part fertile, and under Jo Ugii a 
ati^ of cultivation as ean be expected fron the 
tine it has been settled ; the fiist imfuroiVi»Benti 
being made since the peace of 17S8» when all was 
in a state of nature^ and heavily .^fatred. 

TThere are more than forty mills in the eateirt 
mentioned, on this river, die nu»t remarkable 
of which are on the Gananoqne* Good roads 
have been 0{]£ned, and bridges wdl constructed ; 
some of them over wetlands, and the mcmthsof 
jcreeks and rivers of very conaidenMbleestent;juid 
die first settlers have been able, by their very grept 
industry, to erect comfortable house^b 

In the rear of these towB^ps, on the St. Law* 
rence, are S4 others, in which settlrasenta Imm 
commenced, to the southward of the Ottowa or 
Grand River, which many c£ them front ; <^mi 
are well supplied by the waters of the RadeaU^ and 
river Petite Natim* with the GansEmujue 1ake< and 
jtream^ all o£ which afford abundance of Mtm» 
tions for mills. These rivers, like most odiars in 
Canada, abound in sturgeon^ baas^ and cat-fish; 
^he ponds affording turtle with fish <^ variona 
jorts* The lands in their vicinity aie AfftfNAitiy 
timbered^ aeooiding to their quality and iituatiiMi. 
The dry lands^ ffrfakh are generally higiv bear oak 
and hickory i the low grounds piodooe wahmt^ 
ash, poplar^ chappy sjrcainore> beedii maplcj^ 
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ffyx^kc. Mid in some place tliere are sw^mips fiill 
(^ cedar and cypreBs. 

^ The banks of most of the creeks abotind in fine 
pine timber^ and the creeks themsielves afford in 
general good seats for savr^mills ; materials "fot 
bttikHng^ are readily procured. * 

• The heads of the rivers Radeau and Petite Na* 
tion, communicate by short portages, or carrying- 
places, with the waters which fall into the St Law- 
rtncr, and promise to afford great advantages to 
ailt kmdsk of inl^md cdmmutiication. The forks of 
the ^Radeau, about which are the townships of Ox- 
fotd, Miorlborough, and Gower, promise to be, at 
some fiiture period, ati emporium for interior com* 
icmcf. '■-. ^ • - ' 

The hirch <^nods> which go to the nortii-west 
country/ pass' up the Ottowa river with the mer- 
dmndiee, and descend with peltries. 

^ The ik^wn of Kington is situated at the head of 
&e 8t Lawrence on the north shore, opposite to 
Wcrffe Island; it occupies the site of old Fort 
Fronitinac, was laid out in the year 1784, and h 
now of ccktsiderable si^e; it has a l^irrack for 
|foopi», and a house for the ccmimanding officer, an 
h^ifeal, several store-houses, an epi8CX)pal churchy 
a.R6man Csttholic chapel, a gaol, and court-^house. 
A covey upon which the town i&situated^ affords a 
good^harbouir^ for shipping ; it is safe; comnft>dibus^ ^ 
j^ Wtll sheltered.

ciDptiei itsdf into a bay of lake Ontario. 

There is an island in the bay between Sophiaf** 
burgh and ThurloWt and between KiUikdctn Point 
and Point Oubesuoutegongc, of about seven miles 
long. 

Isle de Quints, now called Nicholas Island, lies 
off Ameliasburgh in lake Ontario ; and off Pointe 
Traverse in Marysbur^ are the Pack isluids. 
In the deep bay between Point Traverse and Point 
Pleasant, are Orphan island and Isle du Chi^ne. 

The river Trent, which falls into the l^ead of 
tl^ ba(y of Quintal not only leads off the waters of 
the Rice lake, but of a chain of lakes betweai it 
fmd lak^ Simcoe ; a few miles up the river, a» 
the south side, are salt springs. 

The fertility of the soil about the bay of Quints 
isgosemlly allowed : the land is rich, easily Work- 
ed, and produces sevend crops without manure ; 
twenty-five bushels of wheat are often produced 
from an acre ; , the timber is much like that of the 
other parts of the province, oak, elm, hickory, 
maple, &c. The bay is narrow throughoat^ and 
upwards of fifty miles long, all which dkltamoe it 
is navigable for those small v^sels that are used 
on the lakes. 

An apparent tide is frequently noticed in the bay 
of Quints, not dissimilar to tho^e obser?^ in soine 
of the upper lakes. The^ bay abounds wiift wild 
fowl, and fish of various kiittiss the river Trent 
*g(prds jgi salmon fishery* 
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In passing fh>m the head of the bay of Quint* 
into lake Ontario^ you cross a very short porti^ 
in front of the township of Murray, being the 
isthmus between it and the peninsula of Prince 
£dwsurd ; at the end of the port^^e^ and before 
you enter lake Ontario, is a small lake^ excMd» 
ingly beautiful, and the land on its banks extronfi- 
ly good: to the northward of this portage tt is 
propdi^d to make a canal, to connect the waters 
of the bay with tlK>se of the lake. The eircum* 
stance of two small streams rising near eadi others 
and funning different ways, seems to point out 
the facility of the measure. The cut, which Camp- 
bell (in his Notes on the Political Survey of Great, 
JSritaun) calls Earl Gower's canal, seems to be well 
isuited to this country, where labour bears so high 
a price, and where the rooting up of immense trees 
is 60 great a difficulty to encounter. 

A little to the westward of the portage and pro- 
posed canal, is the harbour of Newcastle, a situa- 
tion well suited for commerce and protection, and 
sheltered from all winds ; a knoll on the peninsula 
ixSwds a faeatthy site for the town. 

After leaving Murray, in going to ^e westward 
along the shore of lake Ontario, you pass t^ tow» 
ships of Cramah6, Haldimand, and Hamiltonr; 
and arriving at the township of Hope, you £nd'ex- 
Cfllent mills ; from thence there is a portage tb 
the Rice lake^ 

You then pass by the fronts of Clarke, Biiriin^. 
ton/ and Whitby ^ and cbmbgto Pidceiing, yoti 
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ata river i»dkd Diiffim*8 Credc> wbkh ii g^tnOf 
•pen> and laf)g^ toough te noeive bolats at teott 
WMolu of die year. 

After leaving the towitffait> of Fickeritig, you 
fu$ mder the high knds of Scatbomigfa* and ar- 
rive at the toafrnship of York« 

All the toiniBbips ob the north side of the 
laioeare well watered hy small stream*^ at the 
asoudis of which are ponds^ and low land capaUe 
of being drained jsmd converted into meacbws. In 
the rear of the township of Murray^ ia tiie totenr 
ah^ of Seymottr ; in the rear of Cramah^^ is Per^^ 
tad in the rear of Haldimand> is Alnwick. 

The riter Nrai empties itself into lalce Ontario, 
in the township of Pickerings eaat of the Scarho- 
SMigh heights ; it runs frmn a considerable distaooe 
in the country ^rong^ Scarboroughi Markbam^ &Q. 
crossing the Yonge-street^ and apparently riwng 
in. the vicinity of one of the branches of Holland's 
yiver; with which it will probably^ at some: ior 
Cure period* be connected by a canal. This tiver 
abounds with &h i at its embolichttre are good in- 
terval for meadow ground^ and it is the back com* 
winnication firom German aettlement in Markham 
to lake Ontario. . 

York, which ii^ at pjresent> the seat <>f govern* 
snent of Upper Canada^ lids in about 43 degrees 
and 35 minutes north latitude* and is most beai^* 
^tiiiilly$ittt{ited.withman eatc^lent harbour of the 
fame nams^ made by akmig peniiiinib» which 
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iNftrai a ba9dn ^ water suffi«i«atly lat^ to cqsr 
tain a ccmaideraible fieet. It hai^ thjs. advantaglQ 
#ver the ather porte on lake Ontefio^ that vestelt 
nay ride safely at it9 entrance during thd viattt?. 
On tbe extremity of ^ peninsula* which i$ calt 
ed Gibraltar Point, are eommodioua litoreli and 
block^houses, which Gommand tlie- entrance to tht 
harbour ; on the main land, opposite to the Pointf 
m the garri9on» situated on a point made by tfaci 
harbour and a small rivblet; the barracks, being 
buik ea a kn^Ih ate Well situated for healthy and 
eiHmnaird a delS^^ul prospect of the IsAe to tihs 
west,* and of !fee harbour to the east. The govcf n** 
ment house, is about two miles from D^e east tvA 
of the tpwB, at thd entrance of the htfbour, an4 
ihe town is increasing very rapidly* Hie firoat of 
titt city, as now lakl out, is a mile and a half in 
kngfjii; seveml handsome squaorei^ are. projected^ 
particularly one lOpen to the liarbour. The rivei 
Don empties itself into the harbour a little aboy<i 
Ae town^ mnning through a marsh,^ which wheti 
drained will i^Rord beauttAtI and fdrtiltin^idowti 
tib has; already been effected, in a ixxail degree^

igroxuidT wMcH Jbsbeeftiprepated fot tfter 
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the goverament house^ is situated between ttae 
city and the river Dob, in a beautiful spot, and its 
vicinity well suited for gardens and a park. The 
oaks are large, the soil excellent, and watered by 
various streams; the harbour is well calculated for 
ship building, and launching of vessels. The 
Yonge-street, or military way, leading tolakeSim- 
coc, and from thence to Gloncester on lake Hu- 
ron, commences in the rear of the city. This 
great communication has been opened to Gwillim- 
bury, 32 miles; and must be the great channel to 
the north-wiest, as it is considerably shorter than 
the circuitous route by the Straits of Niagara and 
De troi t. The tract of land between Kempaifeldt 
and Penetengushene bays has been lately purcha^ 
sed from the Indians, and a road is opening, which 
will enable the North-West Company to trans^ 
port their furs from lake Huron to York, thereby 
avoiding the circuitous route of Lake Erie, and the 
inconvenience of passing along the American fron* 
tier. Farm lots of 200 acres are laid out on each 
side of Yonge-street, having a width of a quarter 
of a mile each on the street : in general the land is 
excdient, and fit for every purpose of husbandry. 
After leaving G willimbuiy you enter Holland river, 
and pass into lake Simcoe, by the head of Cook*s 
bfty, to the westward of which are oak plains^ 
where the Indians cultivate corn ; and on the esast 
i^ a tract of good land. A few small islands shew 
themselves as the lake opens, of which Dafling^& 
island, in the eastern part, ijs the most consider- 
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able. To the westward is a large deep lMiy» called 
Kempenfelt's bay, from the head of which is a 
short carrying-place to the river Nottuasague» 
which empties itself into the Iroquois bay> in lake 
Huron. 

In the north end of the lake near the narrows^ 
leading to, a small lake, is FrancU island, betweem 
which and the north shore vessels may Ije in safety. 

From the bay west of Francis island there is a 
good path, and a short portage into a small lake ; 
this is the nearest way to la)ce Huron. The river 
which falls from lake Simcoe into Matchedash bayi 
called the Matchedash or Severn river, making a 
more circuitous passage to the northward and 
westward. 

Black river joins the waters of lakeSimcoe, near- 
ly where they fall into l^latchedash channel. The 
lourqe of this river is niear the bead of the river 
Radeau* 

The river Matdiedasb, excepting where ther« 
are rapids, is in every part navigable for boats of 
any size; these rapids are intermix:ed witb falls^ 
which afford null seats. The land on «ach side of 
this riv^r is not of the best kind. 

The river Matchedash, fiUUpg into abay of that 
name to the eastward, which receives North and 
South river, discharges itself into a larger bason« 
called Gloucester or Sturgeon bay, in the chops, pf 
which lies Prince William Henry's island, open tp 
lake Huron. On a peninsula in this baAon some 
?rwch ruins arp sXill e^t^i^t; a^d b^ween tWQu 
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tfttf«f ptMb«tttoriM ife the hftttMuf of Penetefigtt* 
ihentt, aroatad wbith f^eriB U good land fiMr ftet« 
tiMMtfit. 

To the WMt of the kr^Mt protnofttory 16 Not- 
tuasague bay, (or outlet of the Iroquois,) of>eti to 
lake Hutofi j thraughoutt^ greatest part of Mat* 
ehedash bay there i» a de^^th of water A>r tesftelft of 
any drau^t, eitcepting towards the bottom of the 
bay t Penetengusheue hai bitu discovered to be a 
irery eKcellent batb*(mi'. 

Oh the eaat rtde of Votge»9titet> to Iherearof 
the toWlifthip« of York and Scarborotigh, is tite 
tbWttfehipof Markhfifid, settled prittoipally by Ger> 
to«bs} in this tract are some good mills, buiUon at 
branch of the river Nen. 

In pUBfting Ottt of the ha^bouv of Ytnk, to the 
wektwktd) yoto see the gturiwon on the main land 
&t the entvance of liie hurbont, #hieh, and the 
block-houses on Gibraltar Point, are its secufity ; 
<Hid a little to the wefttwaird of the garri«Mi ate the 
f«n>aim of the old f¥«neh fortlbtento ; «djo$niirg 
to whfch is «i 4tepba.y, that itcti^re* the tive* 
lfiDnhei«,«nt»hfoh a^etfaw milts belonging tb'Qo- 
vemment. Further to the westwatd (that ifci he*

At the iontb ond of tbo beaohis the King's Hcadi 
a good inOf evected fin* the aocommodatioii of tnu 
veUeri,,by order of hia Excellency M^i(n G»€fal 
SiiDCoe, the Lie»tfiimnt Governor. It is beaiiti^ 
fully aituatod ata amall poftage which leads £rom 
the head of a natural canal coimeotiiig Burlingtou*i 
bay with lake Ontairb, and is a gpt>od landman k* 

Borlingtonrhay is perhaps as beauttful wd roi 
asaQticasituaiioiias any i^ interior America, partiff 
cularly if we include with it a 0iar»by lake whi^b 
£sU5 into it, and a noble ffrMaontory that divides 
them. This lake is Mllad Coots Paradis#t aad 
abotmde wi& gmifu 

From the head of the lake, fellowiAg the shoresaf 
the Ontario, weproceedeastwaad along the borders 
pf the CQvmtf ^f Lincoln, a rmry fiive and populous 
settkaentt oonaisting of twienty townsbspa, con^ 
taming abMit 19,000 soals, and Amwhtng five batr 
InlionsofaiiUlm. Tber/Biu:eAgreatmangr^ma|lfir 
Tttrawhjidft fiiUnto this lake between B«irli«gtmi4)^ 
and Niagaras ^most beautifnl of which aieidiMr 
igJM the TweliVLe and the iTimiilyrmile Creeks.

kaaon wi&im ; the banks are higfaj bttt not bioken, 
gad generally covered with fine pine trees. 

Newark (or as it is generally called the town of 
Niagara^West Niagara^ and British Niagara) stands 
at the north«east angle of the county of lincohi, 
nearly c^posite to the fort of Niagara^ at the en- 
trance of the Niagara river ; the western point, 
which forms the.mouth of the river, is called Mis- 
sassague Point It is a handsome town, of about 
a mile square, with its streets at right angles : here 
k a handsome stone cliurch, a gaol, and court, 
house ; and near to it, on the heights above Navy^ 
IhiU, is Fort Greorge, where there are quarters for 
almost a whole regiment» and the works and builds 
ings now enlarging. 

Before York was made the seat of government^ 
this place was sometimes honoured with the resi- 
dence of his Excellency the Lieutenant Governor/ 
and the first Parliament.met here. 

The river Niagara affords a noble harbour from 
its moudi to QueenstoMm, about seven miles up, 
for vessels of any size. The white &h are taken 
hare in great abundance, and ire reckoned a deli- 
cacy; they are, however, as useful as deticate, 
serving the new settlers fot constant fixul, as the 
sfthnon do on the north side of the lake^ 
< Hiere is a^ood road from Newark along the 
bank of the river Niagara to Fwt Erie, passing 
through Queenstown and Chippewa; Queenstown, 
or the lower landing, is at one end of the carrying 
^fiace, as Sort Chippeiia is at tl^e olimt. Whift 
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the wind serves, vessek run tap from Kewark to 
Queenstown, and unload their cargoes, receiving 
packs of peltries in return, for the lower Canada 
inefdiants. Fifty waggons have passed this car- 
rying.place in the courae of a day. At Forts 
Chippewa and Erie are blockhouses, and detach- 
ments of the troops from Fort George. The mer- 
chandize is transported in boats between the two 
piaces. 

There is a stage runs from Newark to Fort 
Chippewa. We shall say little of the falls of Nia^ 
gara (of which so many persons have written.) 
This immense cataract is a little below the mouth 
<£ the river Welland, and is no less wonderful than 
grand and magnificent. On the avenues to it are 
good mills; and there is no doubt but profitable 
water* works might be erected, immediately where 
it tumbles from a piece of stony flat, called the 
Table-rock. ; 

Above the Falls, near the upper mills, is a cu- 
rious spring, the air or vapour of which catches 
fire, and is emitted vi^ith some force ; the flame, 
being collected with the pipe of a stove, was suf- 
ficiently strong to boil a tea-kettle of water. 

The saw logs are conveyed to this mill in a ?eiy 
remarkable manner ; they are cut upon tfaebankscrf" 
itiie river Wdknd, or Chippewa, and floated down 
to its mouth, where there is a reservoir made to 
. ccmtain them by a ohaun of hogpens* From hence 
it is very dangerous to go in a boat to the m^s, 
•n acmuivt of ^e great rapid^ and the probahifitf 
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of being mcktd mto tbe fui vortex of &e &Uf ^ 
Id avoid tbia^ small poles have hten fixed together 
from the retetvoir to the mill (upwarda of a mile) 
and floating -about the distance of eighteesi or 
twenty feet from the shore ; they are kept off tlw 
shore in their places by poles projectiagfrMi tho 
shore; and thus the chsun of poles^ rising and fall*' 
ing with the waters^ and always floating on the 
surface, make a kind of canal, into which the log9 
are launched one by one, ' and so carried from the 
reservoir to the milL 

Below the falls is a place called the whirlpooU 
where tlie river has apparently made an effort to 
break its way through to the westward, but. not 
having power to do ao, has left an elbdw^ (where 
there is a constant and great eddy), and broke 
through the more penetrabie strata to the oorthr 
ward. 

Fort Erie is situated at the eastern extremity of 
lake Erie, where4ts waters narrow into the Nia- 
gara river. There is x small old fort bere» with a 
good new blockhouse ; a compmy of soldkrs are 
quartered here, as there are also at Fort Cht{»^ 
pewa, for the purposes of tiansporting the public 
stoves. Fort Er^ has frequently suffered from 
tiie westerly gales, y^rlaich occasion die Iske some- 
times to rise very considerably. The new fort is 
^ojectcd on a amsAl height in the rear of tiie pie- 
tent garrison* In paseing alasig diejooarthera 
^loee ef lake Erie, wesiwaod finom Fort Erie » ioo- 
ibm§ verjf siatfirial oqcurs till yon are imperccf^ 
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tiMy intercepted by L6ng Point bay; tbe princi- 
pal feattire within this distance is the Point Abino^ 
A shelter for vessels, which find here a good an- 
chorage. The Grand River discharges itself into 
the Itike about 24 miles beyond Point Abino; its 
entrance being covered by a rocky island, at a 
small distance from the shore. Between Pbint 
Abint) and the Grand River is a sugar-loaf hill, 
which affords a good land-mark for vessels. 

The townships in this quarter are settling very 
fast, and several mills are already erected. 

In Woodhouse and Charlotteville, which He 
immediately within the long promontory, there is 
a great space of country, thinly timbered, and 
without underwood, which greatly facilitates cul* 
tivation ; it is well calculated for roads, and it 
efficiently open for the carriages used in Europe, 
looking more like a royal forest than the unculti- 
vated lands of nature. 

Above Turkey Point, on the heights, is the 
t6wnpfotx)f Charlotteville; and at Ifhe extremity of 
the point is the site of the projected wharfk and 
docks, with a good channel leading to it With*, 
in the Point is an extensive marsh, where the set-? 
tiers feed great numbers of cattle, which are ^i- 
veil to different parts of the province for consump^- 
tion. Long Point is a peninsuta projecting from 
the scmfh-west angle of the township of Walsing- 
ham eastward into the l^e, about 20 miles, ma^ 
king an arm which fbrms a very large bay. Wheri 
l!be peninsula Joins to the marn there i^ ^ creels 
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wbichi when the waters are high^ is of sufficient 
depth for boats to pass from within the bay, over 
the neck into the lake; and, when the waters are 
low, the distance is so short that the batteaux are 
easily hauled over. Pottobawk Point is a small 
projection from Long Point, witliin, and connect* 
ed nearly with, Turkey Point, by a chain of rushy 
islands, running across the uppermost part of 
the bay. 

FromCharlotteville there is a good road through 
the country to the Mohawk village on the Grand 
River. 

Proceeding westward from Long Point, you pas« 
Kettle Creek and river Barbut, about 25 miles of 
coast, where the banks of the lake are high, until 
you arrive at Landguard, formerly called Pomt 
aux Pins ; from hence there is a short communi* 
cation by land to Chatham, at the forks of thq 
river Thames. 

Leaving Landguarfl you arrive at Point Pel6, or 
the South Foreland, which makes a great projec-* 
tion into the lake ; and having doubled that point, 
you enter the settlements made by the loyalists in 
the townships of Mersea^ Gosfield, and Colchester; 
and, having continued westward through those 
townships, you arrive at Maiden^ situated at tbQ 
mouth of the strait, or river Detroit, 

The military post of Amherstburgh is in the 
township of M^d^n, opposite to theisileau Boit 
Blanc, to which it furnishes a small detachment, 
and commiMQ^df the east channel of Detroit, Ther< 
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fe a good and safe anchorage betw^n the island 
and the main shore, which is well adapted fbr 
wharfs, and has other conveniences for naval or 
commercial purposes. In going up the Detroit^ 
you pass a low marshy island, called Turkey 
island, or Fighting island^ near four miles long. 
The channel on the west side of this island is the 
best, and the town of Sandwich presents itself on 
a small plain, close to the bank of the river. This 
town has been laid out for the reception of the 
British merchants, who, agreeably to the treaty of 
amity, commerce, and navigation, made their elec- 
tion of remaining British subjects. It is rapidly 
increasing ; there is a good windmill in front of 
the town : the Huron church is at its northern ex- 
tremity, and the shore is well calculated for die 
building of wharfs, andforthesccurity of vessels in 
the winter. The district gaol and court-house are 
erected here, and small parks for the convenience 
of the town are laid out in its rear, and given to 
. the builders of the first houses. 

There are several windmills on the Detroit, and 
an orchard adjoining almost every house. The 
settlers are numerous, and the improvements hand- 
some and extensive* When the fruit trees are in 
blossom, the prospect, as you pass through the 
strait, is perhaps as delightful as any in the world. 
Leaving it, you pass Hog island, and enter lake 
St. Clair, which is small in comparison to either 
Ontario or Erie, and shallow throughout: it re. 
ceives the waters of lakes Superior, Michigan, and 

F 
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Huron> by a long channel from north to south, 
called river Sinclair, or St. Clair ; it also receives 
the waters of the Thames, which fall into the lake 
on the south-east side. About the mouth of this 
river are large extensive marshes, or natural mea- 
dows, which, with the exception of small tracts of 
woodland on the banks of the river, and a few 
woody islands, extend about twelve miles up the 
country, and about four or five miles in depth, 
affording hay sufficient for a numerous settlement, 
and abundance to spare. 

About 15 miles up the river Thames is the town 
of Chatham, situated in a fork of it, on a very de- 
sirable spot, so well protected, and so central, that, 
as the population increases, it will doubtless be- 
come a large and flourishing place : a block-house 
was erected here by His Excellency Major-Gene- 
ral Simcoe, and it was made a dep6t for the fine 
whale boats, which were built by his Excellency's 
directions. Indeed it possesses many advantages : 
the point is extremely well suited for the launch* 
ing of vessels, and the river is sufficiently deep for 
those of any size ; so that a secure arsenal and 
building place, and an excellent dock, might be 
made in the lesser branch of the forks, upon which 
there is now a mill. 

Firs are easily floated down from the pinery 
above, and other kinds of timber necessary for 
ship building may be procured by water carriage. 

Its greatest disadvantage is the bar across its 
embouchure inU> lake St Clair; but that is of suffi* 
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cient depth for small craft rigged, and for large 
vessels when lightened ; and it would answer as a 
good winter harbour for any vessel which navi- 
gates the lakes, if she made herself light enough 
to pass over the bar, and go into the river ; and 
this might easily be effected for all vessels, by 
having a flat-bottomed lighter stationed at the 
mouth of the river for that especial purpose. 

About SO miles above Chatham is a village of 
Moravians, under the guidance of four missionaries 
from the United Brethren ; and here they have a 
chapel. The converts are Indians, who are peace- 
able and civil ; their principal employment is in 
attending to their corn-fields, and to the making 
of maple sugar ; above the village, on the river, is 
a large spring of petroleum. Passing upwards 
from the Moravian village, the Thames continues 
a fine serpentine canal, without falls, with a natu- 
ral tracking path great part of the way. 

The windings of the river leave a fine rich bot- 
tom ; there is beautiful open land on the tops of 
the banks, which are high, but not broken ; pass- 
ing the Delaware village, and a settlement in the 
beautiful plains of the Delaware township, where 
there is a fine pinery and good mills, you arrive 
at the spot, selected by his Excellency Major-Ge^ 
neralSimcoe, for the site of London. 

This situation is on the main fork of the river 
Thames, and considered by his Excellency as the 
proper place for the seat of government. It offers 
many striking advantages for the capital of the 
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prorinee ; ii ccntrically situated in regard to the 
lakes Erie, Huron» and Ontario, and around it 19 
a large tract of land, well calculated for agricul- 
tural purposes. It communicates with lake St. 
Clair and the Detroit, by the river Thames; it com- 
municates with lake Huron, by the northern or 
main branch of the Thames, and a small portage; 
and it conmiunicates with the Grand River, or 
Ouse ; and with lake Ontario, by the military way 
called Dundas-street. 

The proposed fortifications on the heights of 
Charlotteville above Turkey Point, and within the 
North Foreland, promise it protection from lake 
Erie. The work at Chatham protects the approach 
to it up the ThameSj and there are several strong 
posts which guard it from the eastward; add to 
this, that its local situation secures the interest 
and attachment of that vast band of Indians^ the 
Chippewa nation. 

The township of London is also well situated 
for health, being plentifully watered with springs; 
the streams have gravelly bottoms, and the water 
is very pure* It is an excellent tract of land ; a 
black rich soil ; it abounds with black and white 
walnut, cherry, bass, elm, sugar maple, hickory^ 
beech, white and black ash^ and several other 
kinds of timber. 

This tract is extremly well watered by the wind- 
ings of the Thames, and also receives a principal 
branch of the river Chenail Ecart^; below the fork 
of the ihamesy is an island made by the river 
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having broken thrtfiigh a small isthmus ; and se* 
veral springs add to the stream in the vicinity of 
the island. The banks in general are high, with 
intervals here and there of fine flats, originally 
used by the Indians as planting grounds, particu- 
larly on the north side of the river adjoining the 
fork. On the east side of the fork, between the 
two main branches of the river Thames, on a re- 
gular eminence, about forty feet above the water, 
is a natural plain, interspersed with small groves of 
wood, affording in its present state the appearance 
of a beautiful park, cultivated with great cost and 
taste ; the pines which skirt the river shew their 
tops above the banks, and make a fine termina- 
tion to the whole. 

From London you pass up the Thames to Dor* 
Chester, upon another fork of that river, and from 
Dorchester still higher to Oxford, which is situ- 
ated upon the upper forks. From hence Dundas* 
street extends 42 miles to Burlington bay ; from 
thence you pass immediately into lake Ontario, 
through a small outlet, from whence it is 35 miles 
to York, the present seat of the government.

Adolphiis Town is situated in the bay of Quint^j 
it is bounded southerly, westerly, and northerly, 
by the waters of the bay ; and easterly by the 
township of Fredericksburgh in the midland dis- 
trict. The courts of general quarter-sessions of 
the peace are holden here annually, l;he second 
Tuesday in January and July. 

Adblphm Tottm^ the township of, in the county 
of Lenox, lies tx> the westward of Fredericksburgh, 
in the bay of Quints. 

Aldborough Twmihip, in the county of Suffolk, 
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lies to the westward of Dunwich ; it is washed by 
the Thames on the north, and by lake Erie on the 
south. 

Alempignon Lake lies to the northward of lake 
Superior, and between it and the mountainB which 
bound the Hudson's Bay Company, and New 
South Wales to the southward* It contains several 
small islands, and is about the size of lake Nipis-

Alfred Tozvmhipt in the county of Glengary, is 
the third township in ascending the Ottowa river.

Blenheim Township, in the West Riding of the 
county of York, lies to the northward of Dundas- 
street, opposite Burford. 

Block Townships, or the Townships of the Six 
Nations, are numbered 1, 3, 3, and 4; tliey are 
situated on the river Ouse, or Grand River, and 
in the West Riding of the County of York. 

Bodit, Point e au, on the north shore of lake St. 
Francis, is in Monsieur de Lougueil's seigniory, 
and a little to the east of the cove, in which is 
the boundary between the provmces of Upper and 
Lower Canada. 

Bodit, River au, runs through part of the town- 
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ship of Lancaster, and empties itself into lake St 
Francis, east of Poiute au Bodfet. 

Bois Blanc Island. This island lies east of 
Kocky Island (in the strait between lake Erie and 
lake St. Clair) but a little lower down, and close 
in with the east shore; it contains from 150 to 200 
acres of good land ; but little or no marsh ; it is 
covered with wood, chiefly white wood. The 
common ship channel is between it and the east 
shore, which is narrow, and forms the best harbour 
in this country. From the situation of this island^ 
it entirely commands the Detroit river, from lake 
Erie ; at its upper end appear to be good situs* 
tions for water-mills. A wider ship-channel is on 
the west side of the island, but not so much fre« 
quented. The garrison of Amherstburgh, being 
on the east shore, in Maiden, furnishes a small 
detachment to Bois Blanc. 

Bonne Chere, Riviere de la, runs into the Ot-

Canada, or the province of Quebec. By the 
Royal Proclamation of the 7th of October, 17^^ 
this province was bounded on the east by the river 
St. John, and from thence, by a line drawn from 
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the tead of that river through lake St. Joho^ to 
the south end of lake Nipissing ; from whence the 
line, crossing the river St Lawrence and \tk4 
Champlatn in the 45th parallel of north latitode, 
passes along the high lands which divide the rivew 
that empty themselves into the river St. Lawrence, 
from thote which fall into the sea ; «nd also along 
the north coast of the fiaye de Cbaleurs> and the 
coast of the Gulf of St. Lawrence to Cape de» Ro^ 
siers ; and from thence, crossing the moutb of the 
river St. Lawrence^ by the west end of the island 
of Anttcostiy terminates at the river Stt. John. 

An Act of Parliament passed in t774» has tih 
moved the northern and western limits of the prou 
vince of Qoebec, adding to ita janadictton all the 
lands comprised between the northern bounds of 
New York, the westeni line of Pennsylvanifti the 
OhtOi tloie Mississippi, and the southern boundatief 
of Hudson's Be^ Company. 

Canada Upper, commences at a stone boundary 
on the north bank of the lake St. Francis, at the 
ccrve west of Fointe au BoMt, in tfae limit be** 
tween the township of Lancaster and tfaeseignio^ 
ry of New Longueil; running al6ng the said 
limit in the direction of north thirty .four degrees 
west, to the wesitemmost angle of the seigniory 
of New Longueil ; thence along the nortlv-wes^ 
tern boundary of the seigniory of Vaudreiiil, nvn^ 
ning north 26 degrees east, until it strikes th4 
Ottawa river, and ascdnds by it into lak<6 Tomis-

to the utmost extent of the country known by the 
name of Canada. 

This province is divided into districts, counties, 
and townships.

The counties send 25 representatiws to the 
provincial parliament.

Detroit 9 is in about 42 degrees 14 minutes of 
north latitude, and 82 degrees 33 minutes of 
Direst longitude. The French called it Fort Pont- 
chartrain. It has accommodation for a regiment, 
afid it consists of three parts 3 the town, theci* 
tadel, and fort Lanoult. 

Detroit^ turn of Little, is the eastern-most 
thereof, on the north shore of lake Superior. 
< Detroit, Little, on the north coast of lake Supe-^" 
rior, west of Isle Qratige. 

Detroit, Petit, in the upper St. Lawrence. See 
the Narrows of Escott. ^ 

Detroit, le Petit, on the Ottawa river, is below 
liie upper maan forks of the Ottawa river. 

Diable^ Isles au, in the river St. Lawrence, li^ 
between th^ Isle au Long Sault,and the tbwnship 
of Osnabruck. 

Don River, in the East riding of the county of 
York, discharges itself into York harbour. ' 
] Dorchester MouM, is that ridge of mountain 
running through the county of Lineoln, parallei* 
to lake Ontario, and is supposed to be a spur of 
the Alleghany. . , ^ . 

Dorchester Tofwnship, in the county of Middle- 
sex, lies west of, and adjoining to, Dereham, front- 
ing the river Thames. ■ * 
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Dtpver TdWf^hip^ in tJia oouivty of Kent, lies on 
tiie north sideof theXhames^ opposite to Raleigh. 

Dublin, now called the township of Yoiicj 
which see. 

Dubois Lac, lies between 98 and 100 degrees 
west longitude from Greenwich, and between the 
48th and 50th parallels of north latitude ; it lies 
to the westward x)f lake la Pltiie, and receives 
the waters of that lake, by river la Pluie, which 
are carried off again by the river Winipique into 
the gteat lake Winitapa, or Winipique, and from 
thehde into Hudson's Bay. This lake contains 
some islands ; it has also a back communication 
with lake la Pluie, to the northward, by inferior 
streams. 

DiickCdve, on lake Ontario, in Marysburgh, on 
the east shore, between Isle du Ch6ne aiwi Tower

Duek Islands, called the Real Ducks, in lak^ 
Ontario, lie between Wolfe island and Point Tra-

Duck Islctnds, in lake Ontario, lie off Point

' Duck Islands, are situated between Minkfy 
lake and Huron, southerly and easterly of St. Jo- 
seph's island. 

Duck Point, on lake Ontario, in the township 
rf Murray, is iJieiirst poiiit west of the Portagfe 
that leads frdtn thq head of the bay of QvAxiik t6 
the lake. 
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Jhsfin'i Creek nm$ into la^ Ontario in the

JDufuUR County h bounded on the east by the 
county of Stormonti on the south by the rirer St 
Lawrence, on the west by the easternmost boun- 
dary line of the townships of Edwardsburgh ai;id 
Gower, and on the north by the townships of Os- 
goode and Bussel. The county of Dundas com* 
prebends all the islands near it in die river St 
lawreuce. It sends one representative to the proe- 
yincial parliament.

East Lake lies between the townships of Marys- 
burgh and Sophiasburgh, immecUately to the north- 
east of little Sandy bay, on lake Ontario. 

Eastern District, the, was originally constituted 
and erected into a district, by the name of the 
district of Lunenburgh, in the province of Que- 
bec, by his Excellency Lord Dorchester's Procla^ 
mation of the 24th July, 1788, and was taken prin- 
cipally off the west end of the district of Mon^ 
treal : it received its present name by an act of the 
Provincial Legislature. But the western part, con- 
taining the counties of Leeds, Grenville^ and 
Carleton, now forms the district of Johnstown : it 
is bounded easterly by the province of Lower Ca- 
nada; southerly by the river St. Lawrences north* 
erly by the Ottawa river; and westerly by the 
townships of Nepeah, Gower. and Edwardsburgh. 

Ecors, Grand, the high lands to the eastward 
of York. 

Ecors, Petit, on the north shore of lake Ontii 
rio, east of Salmon rivers and between it and the 
river Ganaraska. 
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E&nburgK now called the township of Picker- 
ing ; which see. 

Edwardsburgh Townships in the county of Gren- 
ville, is the seventh township in ascending the ri-r 
ver St. Lawrence. 

Elb(m Island, in the north-westerly part of lake 
Superior! lies to the north-east of the Grand Por- 
tage, and westerly of Isle Maurepas. 

Elizabeth Tawn^ the township of, in the county 
of Leeds, is the ninth township in ascending the 
river St. Lawrence. 

Elmslcy Townships in the district of Johnstown, 
lies to the north, and in the rear of Kitley. 
. Epmgles, les, on the south-west branch of the 
Ottawa river, above the main or upper forks, be- 
tween portage k la Rose, and portage Par6sseux, 
but nearest to the latter; it is nearly halfway 
from the fork to the lake Nipissing portage. 
. Erie, Fort, in the township of Bertie, is in about^ 
4& degrees 53 minutes and 17 secpnds of north 
latitude. It has a barrack for troops, and a block- 
house. Lake Erie narrows here into the strait, 
which carries the waters over the great falls of Ni* 
agara : there is a good harbour here for vessels of 
any size. 

J^meit Town, the township of, in the midland 
dbtrict, is the first township above Kingston, shel- 
tered from lake Ontario by Amherst island, which 
lies in its front. 

Essex County, is bounded on the east by the 
cpu^ty of Middlesex ;• on the south by lake Erie } 
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on the west by the river Detroit It sends one 
representative to the Provincial Parliament 
Eturgeon LaCf see Sturgeon lake. 

JPaUs of Niagara. A stupendous cataract in the 
river Niagara, a little below where the river Wel- 
land or Chippewa joins the waters of the lakes. 

FatlSf Greats on the river Petite Nation. 

Fallsy Lon^^ see the Long Sault 

Fighting Island, called by the French Grose Isle 
^ux Dindes, lies about four miles below Detroit; 
it is valuable for pasture, but has very little wood ; 
the Indians in the summer make it a place of en- 
campment and some of them plant a little com : 
there is no other improvement on it. On the up- 
permost end of the island are vestiges of intrench* 
ments, from behind the breastwork of which the 
tndians annoyed the British shipping as they 
passed, shortly after the reduction of Detroit 

Finch Township, in the county of Stormont, lies 
in the rear of Osnabruck, and to the west of Rox- 
burg. 

Flat Islands^ lie towards the west end of the Ma- 
nitou islands, and open to the straits of Michili 
mackinac, upon lake Huron* 

Flamborough Township, distinguished by east and 
west Flamborough, in the West Riding of the 
county of York, lies west of the Missasaga lands, 
and fronts Dundas-street.

ForcCf Isle de la, a very small island off the south, 
west point of isle Tonti. 

Foreland, Norths (formerly called Long Point,) 
on lake Erie ; which see. 

Foreland, South, (formerly called Point Pel6,) on 
the north shore of lake Erie, west of Landguard. 
There is good anchorage for vessels on either side 
of the point, which runs out a considerable dis- 
tance, but the best is on the east side, in clay bot- 
tom. Near the extremity of the point, and on the 
east side, is a pond, where boats in general may 
enter, and be secure from most winds. A long 
reef runs out from the point 

Forit, Isle au, now called Gage Island, by Pro- 
clamation, 1 6th July, 1792. See Gage Island. 

For^t, Isle la. See Isle de la Force. 

Forks of the BayofQuinti, where the East Bay 
unites with the North Channel, a little to the north- 
ward of Grand Bay. 

Fort Amherst. See Amherstburgh. 

Fort George ; the military post and garrison on 
the heights above Navy Hall, at the entrance of 
Niagara river, in the township of Niagara, in the 
county of Lincoln. 

Francis Island is in the north part of lake Sim* 
coe. 

Francis^ Lake St. is that part of the river St. 
Lawrence^ which^ widening above the Coteau de 
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jLuc» loses ite current, and becomes a long and nar- 
row lake. 

Francois Rwer runs south-west from lake Ni- 
pissing into lake Huron : it has several portages ; 
that nearest to lake Nipissing is called Portage dc 
Trois Chaudiers, in length about half a mile. 

Frederick Point is on the east side of Kingston 
harbour, and on the west side of HaldimandCove, 
which is made by it and Point Henry. 

Fredericksburgh Township, in the county of Le- 
nox, lies to the west of Ernest Town, in the Bay 
of Quints. 

French River. See river Francois. 

Frenchman's Creek, in the county of Lincoln, 
discharges itself into the river Niagara, in the town- 
ship of Bertie, a few miles below Fort Erie. 

Frenchmen's River, or French river, or River 
Francois. 

Frontenac County, is bounded on the east by the 
county of Leeds ; on the south by lake Ontario ; 
and on the west by the townships of Ernest-town^ 
Camden, and Sheffield. 

Tlie boundaries of this county were established 
by Proclamation, the l6th July, 1792- It sends, 
in conjunction with the county of Leeds, one re- 
presentative to the provincial parliament. 

Frontenac Fort, now comprehended within the 
town of Kingston, is just to be (Mscovered from its 
remains, and an old fosse near the present barracks. 

Frying.pan Island, in Muddy-lake, to the north- 
ward of Pointe de Tour. 
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G. 

Gage Island, lies off Kingston^ in lake Ontario^ 
between Amfaerst island and Wolfe island. 

Gainsborough Township, in the county of Ltn- 
<^ln^ lies between Pelham and Caistor, and fronts 
Welland, or Chippewa* 

' Galette, on the river St Lawrence, in Edwards- 
burgh. 

Galefte, Riviere d la vielle, runs into the river 
St Lawrence, above isle Fort Levi. 

Gallop, Pointe au, on the north shore of the ri* 
ver St Lawrence, just below Hospital island^ in 
Edwardsburgh. 

Galloos, les^ or Gallops, on the river St Law- 
rence, are the Rapids off Pointe Galloppe, in Ed- 
wardsburgh. 

Gananoqui River discharges itself into the river 
St. Lawrence, in the township of Leeds. As high 
as the first Rapid, the shore is bold, and the water 
deep : there is an excellent harbour in the mouth 
of the river; the water is from 12 to 15 feet deep 
in the channel, and the current is very slow. This 
river was called the Thames, before the division of 
the province of Quebec. 

Ganaraska River,^ by some called Pemetescou- 
tiang, runs into lake Ontario, on the north side, 
eastward of the Petit Ecors, and west of Pointe 
aux Chevaux. From the mouth of this river is a< 
carrying-place of about eleven miles to the Rrce 
lake, through an excellent coimtry for making a 
road. 
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Geneter, Isle au, in the river St. Lawrence^ lies 
a little above Isle au Chat. 

Geneva Lake, called Burlington Bay by Procla^ 
mation, 16th July, 1792. 

George . Lake is situated below the Falls of St. 
Mary^ and to tlie northward of Muddy lake ; it is 
about 25 miles long, and has very shallow water. 

Gibraltar Point is the western extremity of a 
sand bank, which forms the harbour of York, and 
upon which blockhouses are erected for its defence. 

Glanford Townships in the county of Lincoln^ is 
situated between Ancaster, Barton, Hnbrook, and 
the six nations of Indians; sometimes called the 
Grand River lands, now the county of Haldimand. 

Glasgow^ now called the township of Scarbo-^ 
rough, is in the East riding of the county of York. 

Glengary County is bounded on the east by the 
line that divides Upper from Lower Canada; on the 
south by the river St. Lawrence ; on the west by 
the county of Stormont; and on the north by the 
county of PresGott. Glengary county comprehends 
all the islands nearest to it in the river St. Law- 
rence. The greater part of it fronts the St. Law- 
rence. It sends two representatives to the pro- 
yincial parliament. 

Gloucester, on lake Huron, (formerly called Mat^ 
chedash.) 

Gloucester Fort, or Pointe aux Pins, the first 
point on the north shore in the narrows leading 
from lake Superior towards the falls of St. Mary. 

Gloucester Township, in the county of Russel, is 
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tiie seventh township in ascending the Ottawa ri« 
ver ; it lies eastward alsoof and adjoining the ri- 
ver Radeau. 

Gorgontua, a remarkable high rock on the north 
shore of lake Superior, lying ^t a small distance, 
and southerly of the point which forms Michipi- 
coten Bay, to the southward and eastward 5 the 
rock is hollow, with an opening into it. 

Gosfield Township, in the county of Essex, is si« 
taated upon lake £rie, and lies west of Mersea. 

Gower Tmvmhip lies on the west side of the river 
Radeau, and is the second township in ascoiding 
that river. 

Grand Bay, in the bay of Quintfe, lies immedi 
ately below the main forks. 

Grand Isle, now called Wolfe Island, by Pro«r 
clamation, l6th July, 1792, is situated between 
Cataraqui and Carlton Island, where lake Ontario 
falls into the river St. Lawrence. 

Grand Marshy in the western district, lies in the 
rear of the parishes of rAssomption and Petite 
C^te, on the Detroit, and communicates with lake 
St. Clair, opposite to Peach Island, and with the 
strait opposite to Fighting island. 

Grand River, (lake Erie,) called the Ouse, by 
Proclamation, the I6th July, 1792, rises in the 
Missasaga country, and running through the West 
Biding of the county of York, and the county of 
Haldimand, discbarges itself into lake Erie, be- 
tween Wainfleet and Rainham. 

Grand* or Ottawa River, in that channel which 
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carries the waters of lake Tomiscanning till they 
make a junction with those of the St. Lawrence, 
a little above Montreal. This river is the northern 
boundary of Upper Canada^ and the route which 
is taken by the Lower Canada traders, to the north- 
west; there are a great many rapids on this com* 
munication. 

Grange, hlc, near the north shore of lake Supe* 
nor, west of the Cris Points 5 and in front of 
Grange Bay. 

Grange River empties itself into a bay of that 
name on the north shore of lake Superior, west of 
the Cris. This river leads to Nepigony a place 
which was formerly remarkable for furnishing the 
best beaver and martin, and was the farthest ad^ 
vanced post of the French traders, at the time 
that Great Britain conquered Canada. 

Grantham Township, in the county of Lincoln, 
lies west of Niagara, and fronting lake Ontario. 

Grasse, Baye de, on the north shore of lake On*' 
tario, lies to the eastward of Point aux Chevaux. 

Gravel Point, on lake Ontario, in Marysburgb, 
lies between St. Peter's Bay and Point Traverse. 

Graces Island, in the south-east part of lake 
Simcoe. 

Gra^ois, Point e au, is the west point of the lit- 
tle Detroit, on the north coast of lake Superior. 

Gravois, Riviere au, in the Missassaga land, on 
the north shore of lake Ontario, runs into that 
lake, between Burlington Bay and River au Credai. 

Great Island, or Grand Isle, in the river Nia* 
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gara, is situated in front of the township of WiU 
loughby, and is of considerable size ; below it is 
Navy Island 

Great Cape, on the north side, where lake Su- 
perior descends into the narrows of the fall St. 
Mary. 

Green Pointy in the bay of Quint6, is the north 
point in Sophiasburgh, and lays opposite to John's 
Island. 

Grervcille County is bounded on the east by the 
county of Dundas ; on the south by the river St. 
Lawrence ; on the west by the townships of Eli- 
zabeth Town, Kitley, and Elmsley, and on the 
north by the county of Carleton. The county of 
GrenvilJe comprehends all the Islands near to it 
in the river St. Lawrence. 

It sends one representative to the provincial 
parliament. 

Grey's River empties itself into lake Simcoe, 
on the east side. 

Grimsby Township, in the county of Lincoln, 
lies wesw of Clinton, and fronts lake Ontario. 

Grosse Isle. This island is situated in the river 
Detroit, and lies a little way lower down than 
Grosse Isle aux d'Indes, but close to the west 
shore; it contains several thousand acres of excel- 
lent land, and plenty of good wood ; is in a high 
state of improvement ; a number of farmers are 
settled there, who possiess large quantities of 
cleared land. 

Grosse Iskaux d^Indes, called Fighting island. 
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Grosse, Isle la^ (so called by the Canadians,) is 
the same as Michilimackinac. 

Gull Island lies among the Duck islands, off 
Point Traverse, in lake Ontario, and is one of the 
southernmost of the groupe. 

GwilUmbury Townships in the home district, lies 
on lake Simcoe, where Yonge-street meets Hol- 
land 's river. 

H. 

Haldimand County^ is in the District of Niaga- 
rJ, and contains the Six Nations Lands, south of 
Dundas-street, it is watered by the river Ouse, or 
Grand river. 

Haldimand Cove \s a little to the eastward of 
Kingston harbour, and made by the Points Fre- 
derick and Henry. On the west side of this cove 
is the King's dock;-yard, and provisions, storen, 
wharf, &c. 

Haldimand Point. See Point Frederick. 

Haldimand Toxtmship, in the county of Northum- 
berland, lies to the west of Cramah6, and fronts 
lake Ontario. 

Hallowell Township, in the county of Prince Ed- 
ward, is a new township, formed out of the town- 
ships of Marysburgh and Sophiasburgh ; it lies at 
the southern part of the county, open to lake On- 
tario. 

Hamilton Cove is a little to the east of Haldir 
mand Cove, and separated from it by Point Hen- 
ry. Cedar island is off the mouth of this coye.

Hamilton Township, in the county of Northum^ 
land, lies to the westward of Haldimand, having 
lake Ontario in its front, and the ^ice lake in its 
rear. 

Hare Island lie? at the west end of Hay bay, in 
the bay of Quint^. 

Harsen*s Island, near the entrance of the river 
St. Clair, in lake St Clair, east of Thompson's 
jisland ; it contains near three hundred acres of land 
6t for culture ; the other parts of it are meadow 
and marsh. 

Harrvich Township, in the western district, lies 
to the west of Howard, having lake Erie to the 
aouth, and the river Thames ta the north. 

Hastings County is bounded on the east by the 
county of Lenox; on the south by the bay of 
Quints, and on the west by the county of North- 
umberland. This county comprehends all the 
islands near it in the bay of Quints and river 
Trent. The greater part of the county fronts the 
l)ay of Quints. 

It sends^ in conjunction with the counties of 
Northumberland and Lenox (excepting Adolphus- 
TownJ one representative to the provincial parlia- 
ment. 

Hawkeshury Township, in the county of Glen- 
gary , lies on the Ottawa river, adjoining to Lower 
(Canada. 

H0ty Say, in the township of Fredericksburgh, 
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running south-westerly into East bay, nukes the 
fork of the north channel of the bay of Quint6; 

Henry Point is the east point of Haldimaiid 
Cove, which is formed by it and Point Frederick 
on the west. 

Herbes^ Poinfe auxy on the north shore of lake 
St. Francis, lies east of the river aux Raisins. 

Hesse, since called the western district by ai| 
act of the provincial legislature, in the first session* 

Hinchinbroke Townships in the county of Froa- 
tinac, to the north of Portland and west of Bedford. 

Hog Island^ below Peadi island, is situated in 
the strait of Detroit, where it opens into lake St. 
Clair; the lower end of it is about two miles 
above Detroit ; it contains about dOO acres of land, 
fit for tillagev and a large quantity of marsh and 
meadow land. It has some wood on it ; the land 
is low, but valuable for pasturage, is well impro- 
ved, and contains in all about 1700 statute acres. 

Holland's River runs from the south-wcst» and 
empties itself into Cook's bay, lake Simcoe. 

Home District, the, was originally constituted 
and erected into a district, by the name of the 
district of Nassau, in the province of Quebec, by 
his Excellency Ijord Dorchester's Proclamation; 
of the 24th of July, 1788 ; it received its present 
name by an act of the provincial legislature : it 
is now bounded easterly by a line running north- 
ward from between Whitby and Darlington town- 
ships, on the lake Ontario, to Talbot river, and 
from thence to the lake Nipissing, westeriy Ijjy tha 
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London district, and on the south by the district 
of Niagara and the lake Ontario. 

Hope Townships in the county of Durham, lies 
to the west of Hamilton, and fronts lake Ontario* 

Hope's Cove, one of the principal harbours in 
the Bass islands, lake Erie, close to St. George's 
island. 

Hocquart Isle, in lake Superior, lies southerly 
of Michipicot^n bay, and northerly of isle Si. 
Ann. 

Horn, Cape^ is on the east main, at the north 
end of M»ddy lake, and at the entrance of the 
strait that leads from lake George ; to the north- 
ward of it, in the strait, are high rocks. 

Hospital Islandy in the river St. Lawrence, in 
front of the township of Edwardsbui^h, contains 
about 100 acres ; it lies immediately above Point 
au Gallop. 

Houghton Township, in the county of Norfolk, 
lies west of Walsingham, on the lake Erie. 

Howard Township, in the county of Kent, lies 
west of Orford; it is watered on the north by the 
Thames, and on the south by lake Erie. 

Howe Island, lies in the river St. Lawrence, 
between Wolfe Island and Pittsburgh. 

Humber River, in the East Riding of the coun- 
ty of York, empties itself into lake Ontario, a 
little to the westward of the old fort Toronto. 

Humberstone Township, in the county of Lin- 
coln, lies between Bertie and Wainfleet, and fronts 
lake Erie. 
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Hungerford Townships in the county of Has- 
tings, lies in the rear and to the northward of the 
Mohawk tract. 

Huntmgdon Township, in the county of Has- 
tings, lies in the rear and to the northward of 
Thurlow. 



Jervois, River au, or Knagg*s Creek, falls intof 
the Detroit river, near the town of Sandwich. 

Industry Point, or Morgan's Point, on the north 
shore of lake Erie, west of Sugar Loaf.

John's Island, in the bay of Quint^ opposite 
to the Mohawk settlement, west of Richmond. 

Johnson Point, on lake St. Francis, in the town- 
ship of Charlottenburgh, lies westward of River 
aux Raisins. 

Johnstown, New, in the township of Cornwall, 
is situated upon the river St. Lawrence, below the 
Long Sault, to tlie northward of Grand Isle St. 
Regis: and is now called Cornwall. 

Johnst&wn, in the township of Edwardsburgh, 
is situated upon the river St. Lawrence, above 
the uppermost rapids in ascending to lake Ontario. 
, Iroquois, Point e aux on the river St. Lawrence 
six or seven miles above the Rapid plat, in the 
township of Matilda. 
Ivrognc Pointf in the river St. Lawrence, in 
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front of the township of Edwardsburgh, lies a 
little below Isle du Fort Levi> on the north shore*

Kamanestigoyan^ on the west shore of lake Su- 
perior, now called the Grand Portage. 

Katabokokonk (or river of Easy Entrance,) emp- 
ties itself into lake Ontario, in the township of 
Pickering. 

Kempenfelt's Bay^ on the west side of lake 
Simcoe. 

Kent County hm the western district, is bound- 
ed by the county of Middlesex in the London 
district on the east, by the county of Essex on 
the west, and by the lake Erie on the south. It 
sends two representatives to the provincial par- 
liament. 

Kenyan T&wnship, m the county of Glengary, 
is in the rear of Charlottenburgh. 

Ketche Sepee, or Great River, now called the 
Nen. 

Kettle River, or riviere k la Chaudiere, rises in a 
longmarsh, towards the river Thames, and running 
southerly, discharges itself into lake Erie, west of 
the carrying-place, outof the bay of Long Point, 
having at times five feet and a half water on its 
bar ; this river has sufficient water for boats, many 
miles upwards ; its entrance is only 25 feet wide. 

Kiasan Point, on the south shore of lake Supe- 
rior, lies about half way between West bay and 
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the entnmce to the falls of St. Mary, aftd is situa. 
ted routh-east of isle Philippeaux. 

King Township, in the East Riding of the couii^ 
ty of York, lies to the northward of Vaughan, 
on the westof Yonge-street, and opposite to Whit* 
church. 

Kingston is in ahout 44 degrees 8 minutes of 
north latitude, and 75 degrees 41 minutes of west 
longitude, is situated at the head of the St. Law- 
rence, on the north shore, opposite Wolfe is- 
land. It occupies the site of old Fort Frontenac, 
was laid Out ill the year 1784, and is now of con- 
siderable size. It has a barrack for troops, a bouse 
for the commanding officer, an hospital, several 
Storehouses, and ali episcopal church of the es- 
tablished religion. The ruins of the French works 
are yet to be seeu, as well as that of a breast-work 
thrown up by General Bradstreet, on the east 
side of the town. It has an excellent harbour, 
where the Kilig'iS shipping on lake Ontario, for 
the most part, winter. The brigades of batteaux; 
fVom Montreal, with stores and provisions, ship 
them at this place for Niagara. The garrison 
furnishes a detachment to Carlton island. 

The gaol and court-house for the Midland dis- 
trict was established at this place by an act of the 
provincial legislature, during the first jsession. 
The courts of the General Quarter Sessions of the 
P^ace are holdeii here, the second Tuesday m 
April and October, atiiiually. 
' Kingston Township is the fourteenth uppertnos€ 
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towBship ia ascending the river St. Lawrence, It 
i8 in the county of Frontenac, and lies partly open 
to lake Ontario. 

Kit ley Tifwnship, in the county of Leeds, lies 
to the eastward of, and adjoining to Bastard. 

Killikokin Point, in Sophiasburgh, bay of Qu'mt^, 
lies opposite to the Mohawk settlement. 

Knas:g's Creek, or river au Jervois ; which see. 



LaCj Pointe duy the westemnaost point as you 
descend into lake St. Francis^ on the north side 
of the river St. Lawrence. 

Lancaster i the Tounshipof^ is in the county of 
Glengary, on the river St Lawrence, and the 
lowest in the provinces adjoining to Lower Canada. 

Landing, West, now called Queenstown i. which 
see. . 

Landguard, on lake Erie, so called by his Ex- 
cellency the Lieutenant Governor, 23d October, 
1795, its former name being Pointe aux Pins ; this 
place is in latitude about 4^ degrees 7 minutes 
15 seconds north ; variation 2 degrees 48 minutes 
westerly. There is a pond at the back of the 
Point, the entrance to which has sometimes four 
feet and a half water on the bar -, on the bank of 
the pond is an old Indian village, from whence 
there is a good path to the river Thames.— 
There is a great resort of Indians to this place in 
the spring, induced by the quantity of fish and 
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jfbwl that may be taken here at that season. This 
Point is about twenty miles, or upwards, east of 
the South Foreland, and bears the only pine timber 
on this coast. 

Lamdown Townships in the county of Leeds, is 
the eleventh township in ascending the river St. 
Lawrence. 

La Tranche (or la Trenche) called the Thames 
by Proclamation, the 16th July, 1792. 

Leeds County is bounded on the east by the 
county of Grenville ^ on the south by the river 
St. Lawrence ; and on the west by the boundary 
lines of Pittsburgh and Bedford. The county of 
Leeds comprehend!^ all the islands in the river St. 
Lawrence, near to it. The greater part of it lies 
fronting the St. Lawrence. 

It sends, in conjunction with the county of 
Frontenac, one representative to the provincial 
parliament. 

Leeds Townships in the county of Leeds, is the 
twelfth township in ascending the river St. Law- 
rence. (See Addington and Lenox county.) 

Leviy Isle du Fort^ in the river St, Lawrence, in 
front of the township of Edwardsburgh. On this 
island are the ruins of a French fortification. 

Lincoln County is divided into four ridings ; the 
first riding is bounded on the west by the county 
of York; on the south by the county of Halde- 
maud, or lands of the Six Nations ; thence by the 
river Welland to the south-east extremity of 
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Gatfisborough, tfaeace northward to th^ lake On-* 
^io^ and thence along the south shore Qf lake 
Ontario until it meets the south-east boundary of 
the county of York. 

The second riding is bounded on the west by 
the fi^rst riding ; on the north by lake Ontario j 
on the east by the river Niagara ; and on the 3QUtli 
by the northern boundary of the townships, ?el- 
ham, Thorold, and Stamford. 

The third riding is bounded on the east by the 
river Nii^ara ; on the i»outh by the Chippewa, q% 
Welland ; on the we^t by the eastern boundary 
oJf the first riding ; and on the north by th(? south-» 
em boundary of the second riding* 

The foui:th riding is bptmded ou the east by the 
river Niagara ; on the south by lake Erie ; <m the 
west by the S\x Natious, or Haldimand couuty ; 
Wd Qix the north by the river Welland, or Chip- 
pewa. Tliis riding includes the islands comprisfed 
within the casterumost boundaries of the river 
JJiagara. 

The second and third riding send each onQ 
^epresentatiye to the proviijicial parUament. The 
jftrst riding sends oue, in conjunction with the 
counties of Durham and York ; and the fourth 
Tiding sends on.e in conjunction with the qoupty 
of NQi:folk. 

JUUle Bajf^ on lake Qntario, the westernqiost 
point of which is the boundary between the coun^ 
ties of Northumberlaurd and Dui:hanA, and between 
the townships of Hamilton and Hope. 
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Landon^ District of ^ is betweea the Home dis- 
trict on the east, the western district on the wes^ 
the lake Erie on the south, and the lake Huron 
on the north. 

London^ the TtmnsHpofy is situated on the main 
fork of tlie river Thames, In a central situation 
from the lakes Erie, Huron, and Ontario. 

Long Reach is the communication from Hay bay 
to East bay, in the bay of Quints. 

Zong Beach, on lake Ontario, the westernmost 
point of which is the boundary between the coun- 
ties of Durham and York, and between the town* 
ships of Darlington and Whitby. 

Lower Landing, or East Landing, on the river 
Niagara, is opposite to Queens-town, on the Nia- 
gara Fort side. 

Long Lakes, the, are a chain of small lakes, ex- 
tending westerly from the Grand Portage of lake 
Superior towards Rain lake. 

Long Point, on lake Erie, now called the North 
Foreland, is that long beach or sandbank, stretch- 
ing forth into lake Erie from the township of 
Walsingham, and forming the deep bay of Long 
Point. It is upwards of twenty miles long. From 
the head of the bay there is a carrying place across, 
over a flat sand, about eight chains distance, into 
lake Erie, which sometimes is sufficiently overr 
flowed to be used as a passage for small boats. 

Long Point is the southernmost point of Isle 
Tonti, running out and makitig a small bay, opr 
posite to which there is a little island. 
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* XiO*ig Sa^t, Me.au, m the river St, Lawrence, 
and in front of the township of Osnabnick, con- 
tains from J 000 to 1500 acres 5 the soil is good. 

Longueil Townshipt or Seigniory of Points TO* 
rignaU in the county of Glengary, is the second in 
ascending the Ottawa river. 

Loughborough TawnAip, in the connty of Fron- 
tenac> lies in the rear, and to the north of King- 
ston. 

Louth Townshipy in the county of Lincoln, lies 
to the west of Grantham, and fronts lake Ontario. 

Lunenburght since called the Eastern District, 
by an act of the provincial legislature^ m the first 
session. 

Lynn River ^ in the county of Norfolk, rises in 
the township of Windham, and running from 
thence southerly through the township of Wood- 
house, empties itself into lake Erie, where it has 
about three feet water on the bar ; it is a good har- 
bour for batteaux. 

Lyon's Creek, in the county of Lincoln, dis* 
charges itself into Chippewa river, in the town* 
ship of Willoughby, not far above the mouth of 
that river.

Maidstone Township lies between Sandwich and 
Rochester, upon lake St. Clair. 

Maiden Townships in the county of Essex, is si- 
tuated at the mouth of Detroit river, on the east

MaUgnCy Grande Poiitte^ on the river St. Law- 
rence, is a little above Petite Pointe Maligne, and 
opposite to the grand island of St. Regis. 

Maligne, la Petite Pointe, on the north shore of 
the river St. Lawrence, not far above the lower 
end of Grand Isle St. Regis. 

Mammce and Little Mamonce, at the eastern ex- 
tremity of lake Superior, between the coppermines 
and Point aux Rabies. 

Manitoualin, or Manitou islands, q. v. (in lake 
Huron,) 

Manitou Island are a number of islands towards 
the northern* shore of lake Huron, stretching from 
the vicinity of Cabot's Head north-westerly across 
the lake, to lake George, below the falls of St. 
Mary. 

Maraii Grande^ lies in the north-east part of the 
township of Clinton, on lake Ontario. 

Marandier Pointy on the north side of lake St. 
Francis, east of Pointe aux Herbes, in the town- 
ship of Lancaster. 

Markhnm Townships in the East Riding of the 
county of York, fronts Yonge-street, and lies to 
tjie norUiward of . York and Scarborough : here 
are good mills, and a thriving settlement of Ger- 
mans. 
MarHorougb Toams^, in the county of Gren- 
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yillt, lies to thM northward of Oxford^ and is w^ 
tered by the Radeau. 

* Mank Cretk runs southerly through the town- 
ship of Maiden, and empt^ itself into lake Erte> 
having at times four feet and a half water on its 
bar. 

Mary'st Point Sti in the river St Lawrence, ii 
immediately above the Grand RemoOi 

Marjfsburgh Townships in the county of Prince 
Edward, is situated at the eastern end of the penin- 
sula which forms the bay of Quinti, and lies open 
to lake Ontario^ on the south* 

Mataouaschie River runs into the Ottawa river, 
9bove the river du Rideau* 

Matchedashj or Gloucester ; which see. 

Matilda Township, in the county of Dundas, is 
the sixth township in ascendmg the river St. LawJ 
rence. 

Maurepas Ide, in the northerly part of lake Su- 
perior, lies about half way between Elbow Island, 
and the bay of Michipicoten. 

MecklenburgK (see Midland District) 

Mersta Townskip, in the county of £sie)t, ties 
on lake Erie, wesft of Romney^ 

Michilimackinack is in about 4d degrees 48 mi* 
nutes and 34 seconds of north latitude^ and is 
called by the Canadians la Grose Isle; it ii$ sitn* 
ated in the strait which joius the lakes Huron and 
Michigan* 

Midland District was originally erected into a 
district by the nanlc of tbe distri<^ of Mteckkn* 
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burgh, in the {yrovince of Quebec, by hie Excel- 
lency Lotd Dorchester's Proclamation, of the 24th 
July, 1788 J it received its present name by an abt 
of the provincial legislature ; i» now bounded oa 
the east by a line passing from near the mouth of 
the river Gananoqui; on the west 'of Leeds and 
Crosby townships, and thence to the AUumette* on 
the Grand riverj on the south by the river St. Law- 
rence and lake Ontario ; and on the west by a line 
passing from the mouth of the river Trent, at the 
bead of the bay of Quint^, to the Ottawa river, 
which river i» its northern boundary. 

MiMe Island, is small, and situated cast of the 
Bass islands, and northerly of Ship island and Cun- 
ningham's island, in lake Erie. 

Middlesex' Cmmtyt »n the London Districty is 
boimded on the cast by the counties of Oxford and 
Norfolk, on the south by the lake Ontario, on the 
west ^ the county of Kent, and northward by the 

river Thames. 

Middle &ster, a small island, at the west end of 
take Erie, situated between the East Sister and 

West Sister. ; 

Middk-tmn, or Middleton Township, in the 
county of Norfolk north of WaUingham. 

Miliquem, Creek, running northerly, discharges 
itself into the southernmost p^t of lake Simcoe. 
and is now called Holland's river. 

Milles hies, les, or Thousand Isles, in the nver 
St. Lawrence, are a group of small islands lying 
opposite thetownshipsof Leeds and Lansdown.

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MUk RockeSf Isle auy contains from six^ to seren; 
humdred acres> the ^l is good ; it lies paitly above 
and partly parallel to Isle Chenal Ecart^ ioi the 
rioer St. Lgewrmoe. 

Mitmtte, Jsh de^ on the north coas^ of lake Su 
perior, i& situated near to^ and e^tedy of^ the 
Grancte Portage^ extending to Thunder bay* 

Missassaga Istam^ lies opposite the mouth of 
the river Trent, and about thie same distance from 
the portage at the head of the bay ot Quints* 

Mieaasmga Fomt^ in the township of Niagara, 
lies on the west side of the entrance of the river 
Kiagara^ and opposite to the fortress of Niagara. 

MissMSffga River, runs into lake Huron, be- 
tween le Serpent and Tbessalon river, on the north 
ahoie. 

Michipicoten Bay^ in the north-east part of lake 
Superior ; it is somewhat sheltered southerly and 
westerly from lake Superior^ by point Gorgontua 
and th e island of Michipicoten. 

Michipicoten Isle^ on. the fiorth-east part of lake 
Superior, at the ^sitrance of a bay of the satne 
name. 

Michipicoten River, running south-westerly^ dis- 
charges itself into the head of a hay of 4:he same 
name, in the north-east part of lake Superior. 
There is a portage from the sources pf this river 
to another, which falls into Jama's Bay. 

Mohawk Bag^. in Fredericksburghv bay of 
Quint6, lies opposite to the Mohawk settlement, 
and close to the mouth of the river Appamx^.

Moh&mk Settkment, bay of Quints, is west of 
Richmond, and comprehended between the river 
Shannon and Bowen's creeks 

Mokaxvk Village, on the Grand River^ or Oase, 
is the principal village of the Six Nations, in the 
tract purchased from the Missassaga nation for 
them by his present Majesty, on account of theit 
loyalty and attachment during the late war, in 
which they lost their possessions on the Mohawk 
riven This is the residence of their principal chief, 
Captatja Joseph Brant. The village is beautifully 
situated, has ^ neat church, with a steeple, a school 
house, and a council house ; and*ijot far from it is 
a grist and a saw mill. These buildings have, for 
the mo%t part, been erected by government, who 
now pay a miller, a schoolmaster, and a black* 
smith, for their services at the village ; and the So^ 
i:iety for propagating the Gospel make an allow- 
ance to a clergyman of the established church for 
occasional visits made to these tribes. The litur^ 
gy of the church of England has been translated 
into the Mohawk language, and printed for the 
use of the Six Nations Indians* 

Moira River , runs into the bay of Quints, 
near the south-west angle of the township of 
Thurlow* 

Molla Shannon River, runs into the Ottawa ri- 
ver, in the township of Hawkesbury. 

MontagnCf Portage de, is on the Ottawa river, 
above lake Chat. 

Montague Townships county of Grenville, lies to 
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the northward of Wolford, and is washed by the 
river Radeau. 

Montreal Isle, in the east end of lake Superior, 
is small, and situated between the mouths of the 
rivers Montreal and Charron, slnd near to the shore. 

Montreal^ River de, empties itself into the east 
end of lake Superior, a little to the northward of 
the copper mines, and south of river Charron. 

Moravian Village, on the river Thames, is in the 
4th township from its mouth -, it is a regular built 
village, of one street, with indifferent wooden huts, 
and a small chapel ; inhabited by Indians convert- 
ed to the Moravian faith, and their pastors s near 
to this village are springs of petroleum. 

Morgan Point, now called Point Industry. 

Morpion Isle, a small island, iu the river St. Law. 
rence, opposite to pointe k la Traverse* . 

Morpions, Isle aux^ in the lake St. Francis, river 
St. Lawrence, a small rocky island, lying nearly 
opposite to point Mouill^e, in the township of 
Lancaster. 

Mouilli Pointe, on lake St. Francis, west of 
Pointe au Bod6t, in the township of Lancaster. 

Moulenetf Isles au, in the river St. Lawrence, op- 
posite the township of Osnabruck, are very small, 
and the soil tolerably good. 

Mountain Township, in the county of Dundas, 
lies in the rear, and to the northward of Matilda. 

Muddy Creek, rises in the township of Pelham» 
and runs into Chippewa Creek, through to town- 
ship of Thorold, and the south-west part thereof. 
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. Muddy Lake, is situated between Mke Huron 
and lajke George ; it is about twenty-five or thirty 
miles long, and not very wide; it has several smali 
islands, of which St. Joseph's seems to be the prin- 
cipal. 

Murray Township, in the county of Northumr 
Iberlapd, liei^ to the northward of the isthmus which 
joins the poanty and peninsula of Prince Edward 
to the main. It is washed by the waters of lake 
Ontario, and the river Trent, as well as by those 
of tlje bay of Quinte.

Nanticoke Creek, now called the river Waveney, 
empties itself into lake Erie, between Long Point 
and the Grand River. 

Narrows) the, or petite Detroit, in the river St. 
Lawrence, is between Grenadier island and the 
township No. 10, or Eseot, now included in Yonge. 

Nassau. This is now called the Home district, 
by an act of the provincial legislature in their first 
session of parliament. 

Navy Hall, in the township of Niagara, is about 
a mile from the town, on the bank of the river Nia- 
gaia : the buildings here ^re considerably in- 
creased, and the new garison, building near it, is 
called Fort George. 

Navy Island, above the Great Falls in the river 
Niagara, is situated just above the mouth of the 
river Chippewa, and below Gr^nd Isle.

Nelsm Township, in the west Riding of the coun- 
ty of York, on the lake Ontario^ near Burlington 
Bay. 

Nen Rivet\ in the cast riding of the county of 
York, rises several miles in the rear of York, and 
running southerly through the township of Mark^ 
ha'm, parts of Scarborough, and Pickering, empties 
itself iQto lake Ontario, east of the Highlands ii| 
Scarborough. 

Nepean Townships in Johnstown district, is thp 
eighth township in ascending the Ottawa river, 
and the first township on the west side of the river 
{ladeau. 

Newark, or Nigara Tortn, is situated on the west 
side, at the entrance of Niagara river, opposite to 
^he fortress at Niagara, on lake Ontario. 

This town was laid out in the year 17P1» and 
the buildings commenced upon the arrival of his 
Excellency Lieut. Governor Major General Sim- 
coe, in 1793* It contains now about one hundred 
and fifty houses, with a handsome stone church. 
The goal and court-house for the home district 
were erected, in this place, by an act of the provin-? 
cial legislature in their first sessions. The courts 
of general quarter-sessions of the peace are holdeu 
here the second Tuesday in January, April, July, 
and October, annually, by the same authority. 

The court of king's bench sits here. The first 
provincial parliament noet at this place, and the 
public offices of government have been held, pro 
temporal here. Navy Hall, which is situated on 
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tlie west bank of the river, a little above the towu» 
was the residence of his Excellency the Lieu? 
tenant Governor, during his stay at this place ; the 
council house is about half way between the town 
and Navy HalL The public c^ces are now r«fmo- 
v^ to York, . 

Newark (now Niagara) Townships in the coun- 
ty of lincoln, lies on the west side of Ni^ara rir 
ver, immediately opposite to the fort/ 
, Newcastle District is formed from, and is situ- 
ated between, the Home and Midland District, and 
contains the counties of Durlmm and Northum* 
berland. 

. Newcastle. This townplot is situated on the 
Presqu'isle de C^int4, extending into lake Onta- 
rio, from the easterly part of the township of 
Cramab^. 

jV€^ River^ afterwards called La Tranche, 
now the Thames, by Proclamation, 1 6th July, 1792- 

NieM(ara, is in about 43^ degrees 15 minutes and 
47 seconds of north latitude, aoid 78 degrees 05 
minutes of west longitude. 

East Niagara^ or the fort, its immediately 
opposite to the town of Newark^ or West Nia^ 
gara. See Newark. 

Niagara^ Little, or fort Schlasser, above tha 
Great Falls, cm the east side of Niagara river, op^ 
posite to the mouth of the river Welland. 

Nicholas Island, formerly called Isle.de Quint6j, 
q. V. 

Nipegon Lake^ lies to the northwai^d qf lake Su- 
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periof, about half way between it and Albany rf- 
yer, James's bay. 

Norfolk County is bounded on the north by the 
county of Oxford, on the east by the county of 
Haldimand, on the south by lake Erie, and on the 
west by the county of Middlesex. It sends, in 
conjunction with the fourth riding of the county 
of Lincoln, one representative to the provincial 
parliament. 

Nomumy Marais, in the township of Newark, 
empties its waters into lake Ontario, about the 
centre of the township, west of Niagara fort, call- 
ed the Four mile Pond. 

North Channel, in tlie bay of Quinte, leads from 
John's Island, southerly, between the townships 
of Sophiasburgh, Fredericksburgh, and Adolphus- 
town. 

North Channel, between isleTonti, in lake On* 
tario, and the main land. 

Northumberland County is bounded on the east 
by the county of Hastings, and the carrying place 
of the Presqu'isle de Quints s on the south by lake 
Ontario, until it meets the westernmost point of 
Little bay ; thence by a line running north 16 
degrees west, until it meets the southern bounda- 
ry of a tract of land belonging to the Missassaga 
Indians, and thence along that tract, parallel to 
lake Ontario, until it meets the north- westernmost 
boundary of the county of Hastings, The county 
of Northumberland comprehends all the islands 
near to it, in lake Ontario and the bay of Quint6, 
and the greater part of it fronts lake Ontario.

Oswego, is in about 43 dejgrees 20 minutes of 
north latitude, and 75 degrees 43 minutes of west 
longitude. It has barracks for troops ; the works 
totally decayed^ and is situated in the south- 
eluitem angle of lake Ontario, where the river 
Oswego falls into that lake. 

Osmego Creekf Great, in the county of Lincoln, 
luns into the river Welland, above the little Os- 
wego creek, near the north-west part of the town- 
ship of Wainfleet.

Ouentaronk Lake, sopiciitnes called Sinton^ or 
Shiniong, afterwards aux Claies, now lake Simcoe. 

Ouse (fbrmerty the Grimd river,) rises in the 
country belonging to th e Chippewa and Missas* 
saga Indians, and running southerly through the 
west riding of the county of York, crosses the 
Dundas-street, and, passing through the county 
of Haldimand, disembogues itself into lake Eriet 
about half way between the North Foreland and 
fort Erie. The bar, at the mouth of thisViyer,has 
from seven to nine feet water ; it is about a cable 
and a halfs length from the mouth of the river to 
the middle of the bar. It is navigable many miles 
up for small vessels, and a considerable distance 
for boats. About 40 miles up this river is the 
Mohawk village. The Senecas, Onondagos,Cayatt* 
gas, Augagas, Dekwares, and Missassagas, have 
also villages in different parts of this river ; exclu- 
sive of which, there is a numerous straggling set- 
tlement of Indians, from the vicinity of the Mo- 
hawk village, to within a few miles of the mouth 
of the river. 

. Oxford Cmintyy in the London District, lies 
between the counties of Middlesex on the west, 
Norfolk on the south, Haldimand and tlie West 
Riding of York on the ejsist, and is bounded by 
the river Thames on the nortb-west. 
. Oxford Townships on the Rideau, in the county 
of Grenville^ Ijie^ in the rear> and to the north- 
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w^urd of the town^ps oi Edwardaburgk and Au^ 
gusta, and is watered by the Rideau. 

Oj^^rd^ the Tomnsbip^ ^, upon. Thames, ini^e 
western district, Im to the southward of Dondas-^ 
street, where the western endof tlmk road meets 
the Upper Forks of the river la Tranche, or 
Thames.

Pins, Pointe aux^ now called Landguai^d, (by 
order of his Excellency the lieutenant Gover- 
nor, 23d October, 1795,) lake Erie.

Pins, Pointe aiiv, on the river St. Lawrence, is

Pittsburgh Township, in the county of Fronte- 
nac, is the thirteenth township in ascending the 
river St. Lawrence. 

Plantagenet Township lies in the county of 
Prescot ; it is the fourth township in ascending 
the Ottawa river. 

Pleasant Point, the easternmost extremity of 
the township of Marysburgh, at the entrance of 
the bay of Quint^. 

Pluie, J^c la,]ks between Sturgeon lake and 
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lake Dubois, ftnd to the eastward of the latter.

Pluie, Riviere la, runs from LaC la Phde west- 
ward, into Lac Dabois. 

Portage^ le Grande on lake Superior, leads from 
the north-west of that lake, to a chain of smaller

Prescott County, in the Eastern * District, is 
bounded by Monsieur Longueirs seigniory on the 
east, by the counties of Glengary and Stomiont 
on the south, by the county of Russell on the westi 
and on the north by the river Ottawa, or Grand 
river. 

Presque hie. Major, of the St. Lawrence, is 
in front of the township of Matilda above point 
Iroquois. 

' Presfue hie, in the river St. Lawrence, is in 
Edwardsburgh, nearly opposite to Hospital island; 
and above Point au Gallope. 

Presque hie de QuintL ' See Newcastle. 
, Presse Matouan, at the Forks of the Ottawa .ri- 
ver, the northerly branch leading from the lake

Priests Island, in the river St Lftwrenee, afbove

^ Prince Edmard Bmj/, oa the east shore of Ma* 
rydlnirgh, is made by Ckape Vesey to tlte north* 
and Pointe Traverse to the south, in lake OBrtavio. 

Prince Edward County is bdueded bn- tbejNtHith 
by lake Ontirio; on the west by tJbfe Gatrying 
Phce, on the isthmus of tbfc Pxeiquc isle de 
Quints ; on tbe north by the bay >of Quints ; and 
mi the east from Point Pleasant to Point Traverse^ 
by its several shores and hays, including tiie late 
tbwnships of Ameliasburgb, Sopbtasburgh> and 
Mary sburgh.

Storment County, is bounded on the east by the 
lands of the St. Regis Indians, on the south by the 
river St Lawrence, on the west by the county of 
Dundas, and on the north by the counties of Rus- 
sel and Prescott The county of Stormont com* 
prehends all the islands in the river St. Lawrence, 
near to it, and tlie greater part of the county lies 
fronting the St Lawrence. It sends one represen- 
tative to the provincial parliament. 

Sturgeon Lake, is to the west of the chain of 
lakes leading from the Grand portage, and east of 
lake la Pluie. 

Sugar4oafHill, a small natural landmark, on the

Sutherland's Creek, runs into lake St. Francis, 
between pointe au fiod^t and pointe Mouill^e in 
thp township of L^pca^ter.

' Talbot's River, empties itsdf into lake Simcoe, 
and on the east side thereof. 

Talons, Portage de, on the south-west branch of 
the Ottawa river, immediately above Rapides de 
Porches. 

Tegaogen, on the north shore of lake Ontario, 
lies about half way between York and the bead of 
the bay of Quinte. 

Thames River, formerly called La Tranche, or 
Treiiche, and by the Indians Esse-cunny-seepe, 
rises in the Chippewa country, and, running south- 
westerly, washes the counties of (the west riding 
of) York, Oxford, Middlesex, and Kent, and dis- 
embogues itself ipto lake St. ClaJr above Detroit ; 
it is a'river of considerable extent, without falls. 
From its upper branches, it communicates by small 
portages with lake Quron and th? Grand river; 
the spite of Oxford is on its Upper Fork ; and that 
intended for Dorchester on its Middle Fork ; Lon- 
don on the Main Fork, and Chfttham on its Lower 
Fork. It is a fine inland canal, and capable of be- 
ing highly improved. The lands on its banks are 
extremely fertile. 
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Tkasalm Paha, itt Muddy lake, is th« angle 
made by that lakej and a chaiael leading to French 
river, Matcbeda, lcc« and lies parallel to Carribou 
iilaiuL 

TtuisaUm Rboit mn^ into lake Huron, a little to 
the eastward of Muddy lake, on the north shore. 
Thomson's Island lies near the entrance of the 
river St Clair ; it scarcely contains 200 acres of 
dry land, fit for tillage, but a great many acres of 
marsh. 

Thorold Towmkip, hi the county of Lincoln, lies 
south of Grantb^, and is watered by the river 
Welland. 

Thuniir Sajf, on the n^rth shore of take Supe- 
rior^ opposite to the east end of isle de Minatte. 
There is a remarkable high mountain at its eastern- 
most cx^. 

Thunder Bay^ in lak6 Huron, lies to the east- 
ward of Cabot's head, and westward of Glouces- 
ter bay. 

Thurkw Totvnskip, in the county of Hastings, 
lies near the head of tli^ bay of Quint6, and east*- 
ward of Sidney* 

Til^uty Tmn4hip, in th^ western district^ is si- 
tuated upon l^e St. Clair, west of Haleigh, where 
the Thames disettibogues itself Into that lake. 
Taba^e* dm river aux Attokas. 
Tdnngaifm Bmfi on lake Ontario^ opposite to the 
east tnd of Amhef st islittd, lies between Kingston 
and Erneit Town. 

Tonianta Creek, runs into the river St« Lftwreuce^ 
in the township of Yonge. 
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Tinti hki now called Amherst island, by pro* 
clamation, the 16th July, 179S. 

Tonti^ Petite Isle, opposite the mouth of Tona- 
gayon bay, and oiF Sandy Pointy the easterly ex- 
tremity of Amherst island. 

Tantit River y runs into lake Erie, west of Land- 
ward. 

Toronto Township is in the West riding of the 
county of York, between the townships of York 
and Trafalgar, on the lake Ontario. 

Toronto Bay^ now called York harbour. 
Toronto Lake, (or Toronto,) lake le die, was 
formerly so called by some; others called the 
chain of Lakes, from the vicinity of Matchedash 
towards the head of the bay of Quints, the To- 
ronto lakes, and the communication from one to 
tlie other was called ^he Toronto river. 

Toronto Rroer, called by some St. John's river, 
now called the Hi mber. 

Tortue, Portage de la, at the head of the south- 
west branch of the Ottawa river, near to the small 
lake which joins the portage to lake Nepissing. 

Tourtes, Bay^ aux, on the north shore of lake Su- 
perior, the first bay east of the grand portage. 

Tourtes, Isle aux, in lake' Ontario, lies off the 
south-west point of Wolfe island. 

Tourtes, Pmnt aur, on the north shore of lake 
Superior^ is the east point of a bay of the same 
name. 

Tower Point, the easterly point that makes Duck 
cove* in Mai ysburgh, and west of Point Travei-se, 
in lake Ontario. 
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Tomnendt the Township d/i m the county of Nor- 
folk, lies in the rear, and to the north of Wood- 
house. 

Trafalgar Township is in the West riding of the 
county of York, on the lake Ontario ; and lies be- 
tween the townships of Toronto and Nelson. 

Traverse Bay^ on lake Ontario, is made by Cape 
Traverse and Point Traverse, both in Marysburgh. 

Traverse Cape, in Marysburgh, on lake Ontario, 
is the main point to the northward of Orphan 
island, and south of Point Pleasant. 

Traverse Isle, now called Prince William's 
island^ lake Huron. 

Traverse Pointer is the south-east point of Marys- 
burgh, in lake Ontario, near to the Duck islands ; 
this point forms nearly a peninsula. 

Traverse, Point e ^ la, on the north shore of the 
river St. Lawrence, parallel with isle Morpion, and 
about three miles above Pointe du Lac, St. Francis. 

Traverse, Riviere ^ la, runs into the St. Law- 
rence a little above Pointe au Chfene, amongst the 
St* Regis islands. 

Trent River, runs out of the Rice lake, and dis- 
charges itself into the head of the bay of Quint6. 
Some miles up this river there are salt-springs; 
three gallons of the water making one gallon of 
salt ; the natives make sufficient for their use. 

Trois Chenaux Ecartes, Isle de, in the river St. 
Lawrence, opposite the township of Osuabruck, 
contains from 6 to 700 acres ; the soil good. 

Trous LeveilUer, on the Ottawa river, between 
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the Petit Detroit, and the portage Roche Capi - 
taine. 

Turkey Island^ sometimes called Petite Isle aux 
ludes, is situated in the river Detroit, •between the 
lower end of Fighting island, and the marsh of 
the river Canards ; it lies in front of the north-west 
angle of the Huron reserve. 

Turkey Pointy in the township of Charlotteville, 
situated in the bay of Long Point, lake Erie, af- 
fords a harbour, with a channel to it, of sufficient 
depth of water for any vessel ; above the point is 
the town-plot and scite for the barracks. 

Turtle Island. A small isle at the entrance of 
the Miami bay. 

Two RiverSy the^ run into lake Ontario, near the 
centre of the township of Darlingtcm.

Vaughan Townships in the east riding of the 
county of York, lies on the west side of Yonge- 
street, in the rear of, and to tibe northward of die 
township of York. 

Vesey Cape^ in the township of Marysburgh, 
on lake Ontario, is the , northern point .which

TVait0€Ct Towmhip^ in the county of Lincoln, 
Jies west of Humberstone. and fronts IsJoe Eriej 
being watered by tbe W^llaad or Cbi(>pe\^a to the 
north. 

IVulpoU TawnsUp, in tlie county of Norfoik» lies 
west of Rainham, and fronts lake Erie. 

fV^Hngham Towmhip^ lies west of Charlotte* 
ville, in the county of Norfo}k> hayings tbe bay 
and marsh of Long Point in its front. 

JVapose IslaruU in lake Ontario, lies off the north- 
erly point that makes Prince Edward's bay, on 
the easterly jshore of Marysbargb. 

fVcMhquarter^ or fVtighqmetu, afiterwar<jls called 
lake Geneva, and now Burlington htcfj by pro« 
clamation, 16th July, 1792, is a rery beattti(til 
smaUtake, lying within the head of lake Ontario, 
fhmi whi(^ itii divided by a long beach ; orer tfc« 
outlet has been erect^ a good bridge ; and on the 
southern part of the beach, near the portage, is a 
good inn, erected by hi* Excellency Major-Gene- 
ral Simcoe. 

PFmenejf River, in the county of Norfolk, rises 
in the township of Townsend, and running thence 
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southerly, through the townships of Woodhouse 
and Walpole, discharges itself into lake Erie, where 
it has about three feet water over the bar, and is 
a good harbour for batteaiix. 

JVeniiagenk^ runs iato lake Ontario, in the west 
part of the township of Clarke. 

TVest Bat/y Greats comprehends all that part 
of the bay of Quiht^, from John's island/ upwards, 
to the bead of the bay. 

fVest Bay lies in the south-west extremity of 
lake Superior, within the isles Royale and Philip- 
peaux. 

West Lake lies, between Sandy bay and Little 
S;wdy bay, on lake Ontario, east of the isle de 
Quints, and is in the township of Sbphiasburgh. 

Western Districty fAe, was originally constitu* 
ted and erected ijato a district by the nam^ of the 
district of Hesse, in the province of Quebec, by 
his Excellency Lord Dof Chester's proclamation, of 
the 2'4th July, 1788. '■■• It j^ceived its present name 
by an act of tfce provincial legislature ; and by its 
present limits is bounded southerly by lake Erie ; 
easterly by the London District, on the west hy 
the Detroit, lake St. Clair, and river St Clair, and 
on the north by the lake Ijofoa. 

, Westminster Township is situated upon the river 
Thames, adjoining to London. 

Whitby T&tonshipy in the east riding of the coun- 
ty of York, lies west of Darlington, and fronts 
lake Ontarip.

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fFkiickurth Ttmmkip in tfae^att riding of the 
county of Yojrtc, fronts to Yonge^treet, and lies 
to the northward of Markham. 

TVhitcfish Islandj at the east end of lake Supe* 
XWf^ a little west of the isles anx Rabies, and 
near to which the lake forces its passage by the 
falls of St. Mary. 

IVkiiefish PoittU at the east end of lake Superior, 
on the south shore, near to tiie river St. Mary. 

FFiUiamsburgk Tewnship^ in the county of Duiir 
daa» 19 the fifth, township m aseending the river 
St. Lawrence. 

WUlwghhy Towtuhipj in the county of Lincoln, 
lies between Bertie and the riyer Welland, on the 
west aide of Niagara river. 

tVinekester Taamship, in the county of Dundas, 
lies ia the rear, and to the northward of Williams* 
iKirgh, 

fVmdham Township, in the county of Norfolk, 
liea in the mr, and north of Charlotteville. 

fFetfe Island, lies opposite to Kingston and 
Pittsburgh, in the narrow part, where lake Ontario 
forces into the St Lawrence. 
, IVoffori Toiamskip, lies in the county of Gren- 
ville, in the rear and to the north of the town- 
ships of EliaabethTown and Augusta, and is wash- 
ed by the river Radaau. 

IV^ikauM Twmhip, in the county of Norfolk, 
lie$ west of Walpole^ and fronts lake Erie. 

Woods, Lake of the. See Lac du Bois. 
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WytRiwr^ runt from a small lake> neaf the 
north-west end af lake Samooe into Gloucester bay^ 
lake Huron.

Yarmouth Townships in the county of Middle- 
sex, lies to the west of Malahide, and fronts lake 
Erie. 

Yongestreet is the direct communication from 
York to lake Simcoe, opened during the adminis* 
tration of his Excellency Major-General Lieute- 
nant-Governor Simcoe, who having visited lake Hu- 
ron by lake aux Claies, (formerly also called Ouen* 
taronk, or Sinion, and now named lake SimcoeJ 
and discovered the harbour of Penetengushene 
(now Gloucester) to be fit for shipping, resolved 
on improving the communication from lake On- 
tario to lake Huron, by this short route, thereby 
avoiding the circuitous passage of lake Erie. This 
street has been opened in a direct line, and the 
road made by the troops of his Excellency*s corps. 
It is thirty miles from York to Holland's river, at 
the Pine Fort called Gwillimbury, where the road 
ends ; from thence you descend into lake Simcoe, 
and having passed it, there are two passages into 
lake Huron i the one by the river Severn, which 
conveys the water? of lake Simcoe into Glouces* 
ter bay ; the other by a small portage, a continua* 
tion of Yonge-street, to a small lake, which also 
runs into Gloucester bay : this communication af- 
fords many advantages ; merchandize from Mon- 
treal to Michilimackinac may be sent this way at 
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.tenor fifteen pounds less expence per ton, than 
by the route of the Gi^and or Ottawa river ; and 
the merchandize from New York, to be sent up 
the North and Mohawk rivers from the north- 
west trade, finding its way into lake Ontario at 
Oswego (Fort Ontario,) the advantage will cer- 
tainly be felt of transporting goods from Oswego 
to York, and from thence across Yonge-street, and 
down the waters of lake Simcoe into lake Huron, 
in preference to sending it by lake Erie. 

Yonge Townships in the county of Leeds, is the 
tenth township in ascending the river St. Law- 
rence. 

York County consists of two ridings, the east 
and west. Tlie east riding is bounded on the east 
by the westernmost line of the county of Dur- 
ham ; on the south by lake Ontario, until it meets 
the eastern boundary of Toronto township, which, 
with the Missassaga tract, gives its western limits, 
and on the north by Holland's river, lake Sim- 
coe, and Talbot river, until it meets the north- 
westernmost boundary of the county of Dur- 
ham. The west riding of the county of York 
is bounded on the east by the townships of King, 
Vaughan, and York ; on the south by the lake On- 
tario, Burlington bay, and Dundas-street; on the 
west by the London district; and on tlie north by 
the county of Simcoe. It sends, in conjunction 
with the county of Durham, and the first riding 
of the county of Lincoln, one representative to the 
provincial parliament. 
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York is m about 43 degrees and 35 riihliites of 
north latitude, and is the present $eat of goverUr 
ment of Upper Canada. It is most beautifully si- 
tuated within an excellent harbour of the same 
name, made by a long peninsula, which confines 
a bason of water^ sufficiently large to contain a 
considerable fleet j on the extremity of the penin- 
sula, which is called Gibraltar point, aire commo- 
dious stores and block-houses, which command 
the entrance to the harbour: on the main land^ 
opposite to the point, is the garrison, situated in a 
fork made byi the harbour and a small rivulet; 
the barracks being biiilt on a knoll, are well situ- 
ated for health, and command a delightful prospect 
of the lake to the west, and of the harbour to the 
east. The government house is about two miles 
from the east end of the town, at the entrsuico 
of the harbour, and the town i$ increasing rapid- 
ly J the river Don empties itself into the harbour 
a little above the town, running through a marsh, 
which when drained will afford most beautiful and 
fruitful meadows. This has already been com- 
menced in a small degree, which will no doubt en- 
courage farther attempts. The long beach or pe- 
ninsula, which affords a most delightful ride, 'is 
considered so healthy by the Indians, that they re- 
sort to it whenever indisposed; and the bridge over 
the Don being finished, is generally resorted to, not 
only for pleasure, but as the most convenient road 
to the heights of Scarborough. The ground, which 
has been prepared for the government*house.

if sitoated between the town and the river Don. 
Vessels of all sizes may be conveniently built here, 
and a kind of terrace or second bank> in front of 
ihe town, afibi^ds usk excellent situation for a rope 
walk. Tlie remains of the old Freneh fort Toronto 
stands a little to the westward of the present gar* 
tison, and the river Humber discharges itself into 
lake Ontario^ about two miles and a half west of 
that ; on this river and the Don are excellent mills, 
and all the waters abound in fish* In winter the 
luu'bour is (rojEen, and affords excellent ice for the 
amusement of northern countries, driving in trai. 
neaus. The climate of York is temperate^ and well 
sheltered from the northerly winds by the high 
lands in the rear. The Vonge-street leads from 
lience to lake Simcoe; and the Dundas-street 
crosses the rear of the town. 

York Taamik^ is in the east riding of the coun« 
tf of York, and lies to the west of Scarborough^ 
baving the river Humber for its western limit ^ its 
front is principally occupied by a long sandy 
beach, which forms the harbour. The rest of the 
township in front is open to lake Ontario.
